Serves Cleveland Right."

OiTAWA, Nov. 7. — Tho result of the 
presidential elec ion haa naturally been 
the chief topic of conversation in tho cap- 
ital to-day, and the verdict with nine out 
of every ten men one meets is, "Serves 
Cleveland right. " This is all the more re- 
markable when one considers that the 
sympathy of by far tho larger majority of 
those in Ottawa who took an interest in 
States atlairs, wore with tho democratic 
party up to two or three months ago. 
Cleveland's retaliation proposals, although 
universally regarded as an election dodge, 
WhitHoy's disgraceful talk about the con- 
quering of Canada, and I'ayard'.s brutal 
treatment of Lord .Saekviize, have all 
tended to weaken tho sympathy felt here 
for tho democrats. Sir John Macdonald 
was asked what ho thought of the result 
of the election. "I have no opinion to 
offer on that point," the premier replied. 
There is an impression that the govern- 
ment favored tho return of Cleveland 'I 
"Not at ill; notatall; we wore quite col- 
orless on that iiuint," said Sir John, with 
emphasis. What do you con- 
sider secured Cleveland'a defeat? 
"I cannot tell the causes which 
won the election for Harrison," ^\'hat 
will be its effect in Canada ? "President 
Cleveland remains in jiower until I\Iarch 
next. What course lio will adopt 1 cannot 
.say. I have no reason to believe that the 
republicans aro hostile to Canada. Tlioy 
favor the ad<ii)tion of a protective tariil' 
not unlike our own. There is no great 
urgency in settling the fishery question. 
Tho fishing season is over for this year, 
and operations will not be resumed until 
next year. " Are you hopeful of a settle- 
luont of tho difljcully / "The treaty 
negotiated last year ia dead, "the chieftain 
remarked, "it was rejected by tho United 
States senate, not by the Canadians. Of 
course if negotiations were resumed anew 
treaty could be framed on the same 
terms. At any rate all negotiations will 
have to be commenced anew. Tho Waf^h- 
iiigton treaty of 1S72 was negotiated by a 
republican president with a repiililicaii 
majority in the senate. It is not reason- 
able to suppose that the republicans will 
iiiaiiifeBt in 1890 the same spirit which 
actuated them in 1871." This terminated 
the interview. 

Hon. John RubBon told your corre- 
spondent to-night that among mattera 
which he ia hero to settle with tho govern- 
ment arc certain jioints arising out of tlie 
adminiatration of the railway belt lands. 
Another question is as to whether the 
provincial or federal aiitliorities sliouid 
bear tho expense of putting down the 
recent Indian uprising Oil the Skeena. 
The provincial government contend that 
as the outbreak occurred among the 
Indians, who are the wards of the 
federal government, and as it was 
against tho latter that the Indians 
complained, therofore tho cost of suppres- 
sing the disturbance should come out of 
tho Dominion treasury. The amount in- 
volved is about $12,000. Asked as to 
Hegg'a poworfl to bring out Crofters, Mr. 
Ilobson said Mr. Begg was in no way em- 
powered to jiledge the provincial govern- 
ment to any scheme. If ho made any 
toriiiB with tho Imperial authorities these 
terms would have to bo considered by the 
provincial government before anything 
could be done.

THE REFUIiLlCANS VICTORIOUS. 

,The returns received at tho hour of 
writing, though by no means complete, 
show conclusively that Cloveland has boon 
beaten. Now York has gone against hiii\ 
and tho Democrats do not appear to have 
maili! ai)}' jjniiis. It is, however, proniii- 
tiiru to aaaoi't aiiythiiii; ciuitideutly as to 
(li-tail.s. 'I'ku caiiso of Cleveland's defeat 
was 111) iKmlit tlio stand he took witii re- 
RlHX't, tij tin; turift'. Other causes coti- 
triluitod ti) tiio disaster, hut their 
inlluotico was CDiiipaiativoly uiiiiuportant. 
Wo see that Gieveland's defeat is taken 
for granted both in London and Ottawa. 
Tho returns are as yefc fragmentary and 
they have boon exceedingly slow in com 
ing in. Further advices may make some 
changes in tho particulars fioni tlia ditfor 
unt States, but it iu not all likely that 
they will aflect the general result. 



JUDICIAL APPOINTMEiNTS. 

Tho late appointments to the judicial 
bench show that the good of the country 
and tho purity and eiliciency of the courts 
are the Grovernment's -first objects. The 
vacant offices were amongst the highest 
prizes in the legal profession. No lawyer 
can look for a more honorable pdsition than 
a seat on the Supremo Court I'oiicli, and 
many a hard-working; barrister, of good 
reputation in liia profe3.sioii, would feel it 
to bo a lii'^li lionor to bo appointed jud^o 
of the ( )ntiui(i court of appuiUs. Tiioro 
are, no doubt, among tlie members of the 
party which Sir John. iMao Donald leads 
many lawyers who havd \ done 'Mini in his 
political contests, both hi and out of the 
legislature, yeoman's service, who would 
be hiore than pleased to be elevated to 
these high position.^. But we see that 
when men are to bo placed on the Domin- 
ion judiciary, political services are not 
considered. Ho evidently wants the 
judges in our lushest courts to bo free 
from the reproach of partisanship. Iu 
looking r(Uind for men to lill these oflices 
ho wanted to find good lawyers of high 
oharaoter, and not able and zealous poli* 
ticians. He therefore selected men who 
not only had never been hia supporters, 
hut men who had been at times his active 
opponents. These men may not have 
been- tho very best men at the Bar and oti 
the Bench, but it is fair to presume tlint 
they were tho iiast men available, Thoy 
were, wo see, selected without any reijard 
to their iiolitical creed or tlioir political 
Hiilcccdi'iit.s. 'I'liL-y happened to be 
liiboral.a. Xn one will aupiiose for a mo- 
ment they were ciiosen because they were 
Liberals. The lesson that these appoint- 
ments should teach is that the Govorn- 
ment in the appointment of judges pays 
no regard to the political principles of the 
men qualified to fill the positions. It is 
seen that this was tho case in thesu last 
nppoini iiionta, and it is but fair to con- 
clude that appointments wliicii will be 
made in future will be on tho same 
ground. If .Some of these happen to be 
be.stowctl upon UoiiHorvalive.s, opponolit.s 
as well .i.a friends .ah(Uild have the candor 
to admit tluvt, as in tho present instances, 
|ioliticH had nothing to do with the ap- 
pointment, 

UNSCRUPULOUS PARTIZANSHIP. 

W e i.'unaol but Ihiiik that the extroino 
p.irl i/.analiip of tho Toronto (Hnln: must be 
execi!diiv-;ly diat;i.ateful to all judiciinis and 
.sensible ijiiierala. Its unscrupulous and 
indiscriminate partisanship is often un- 
pluasaiitly conspicuous, but it is seldom 
so inexcusably prominent as in tlie pre- 
sent Manitoba niuddlo. The difliculty be- 
tween the Canadian Pacilic Railway and 
the IMiinitoba (ioverinnent or the North- 
ern Pacilic is onii in which piditica really 
do not enter. The ipieation in iliaputo is 
ono of law, ami the Premier of the Dom- 
inion has iiolhint^ more to do witlrits set- 
tlemont tliau has tho editor of tlio Globe. 
The C.uiadiau Pacific stands upon its le- 
gal rights and can very properly toll the 
Dominion Govornment that it has not the 
shadow of a right to interfere except to 
protect its property from the violence of 
men who have no respect for the rights of 
others or for the law of tho land. Seeing 
then that t he ipiestion is ono for tho courts 
of law, and not fiu' the Domitiion Gov- 
ornment, to settle, it is most improper 
f(jr tho (Uohe to lake tho part of tho men 
who deehired their intention to enforce 
what tlioy claimed to bo their rights 
by violence in dofianoo of law. If the 
partisans .of tho'»t Local Qovem- 
|n»nt and .the employsw of tb* 



Canadian Pacific had come to 
blows, and blood had been shed in the 
foolish and altogether unnecessary struggle 
the Ololye would have been to a certain 
and very great extent responsible. Legiti- 
mate opposition is wholesome oven if it is 
strong, but aiding and abetting those who 
place themaolves in opposition to law and 
who attempt to gain by violence what can 
readily bo accomplished by peaceful and 
constitutional moans, ia in tho highest de- 
gree inexcusable. Tho only efiect tiiat a 
paper which is regarded by tho public as 
tiio mouthpiece of a party, can produce by 
taking such a course is to bring that party 
into disrepute. It flrill naturally bo said 
that the methods commended by the 
organ aro approved by the party 
for which it speaks. Tiiis wo hope 
in this unfortunate Miuiitoba business is 
not tho case. The Liberals of Canada 
would bring upon tliemselvea deserved 
disgrace if they, as a body, atmctioiied the 
cnurao which tho Toronto Glohe has in 
this matter seen fit .to pursue. 

HAMBURG'S CHANGE. 

Hambuig has ceased to bo a free ))ort. 
For a thousand years trade was as free in 
Hamburg aa the wator which entered it.s 
harbor. It came and wont without let or 
liiiidranco. Tarilla were created against 
the admission of foreign goods on all sides 
of it, but it and a few other towns were 
purniittod to enjoy their ancient freedom. 
Hamburg under such a state of things 
nourished. Its trade increased. Tho 
gootls of idl nations were carried to it, and 
exported from it. It became the great 
enti'o jjort of continoiit.il liurope. ^^'hell 
the great changes were m.ide in Cermauy 
by Bismarck Hamburg retained many of 
Its privileges, that of freedom of trade 
among others. Its inhabitants could l>uy 
ill the cheapest market and sell in the 
dearest. Goods entering its bounds, 
whether by land or by wator, paid no 
duties. But not long since it was consid- 
ered that the time had arrived when Ham- 
burg should give up the freedom it had an 
long exorcised and be, as regards tr.ulo, 
under the same restrictions and regula- 
tions aa the other cities of (lonii'iny. It 
was the other day includeil iu the ticneral 
Customs Lhiion of Ciermany. It bo 
caiuo a party to tho ZoUvorein and 
was a free port no longer. Both 
the merchants of Hamburg and the peo- 
le of Germany uxpect to reap considerable 
advantages from this change. The princi- 
pal one is that they hope to make the trade 
of Hamburg more exclusively Gorman 
than it was when it was a free port. They 
hope that tho English will not monopoli/.e 
so largo a share of its trade as thoy have 
hitherto done. The Briti.sh, however, do 
not consider that the surrender of its 
trading rights by Hamburg will allect 
theiu injuriously. Their trade with the 
rest of Germany is now on precisely the 
same footing aa over it was. Hamburg 
was only for them a big warehouse where 
goods could be kept without being bond- 
ed. It can now be used for tho same pur- 
pose, but merchandise that ia warehoused 
there must bo kei)t in Ixmd until sold (jr 
exported. Although u liilc Hamburg was 
free no duty was liiid on goods imported, 
whenever they were sent out of Hamburg 
they were subject to duty. The city w.is 
therefore surrcninded l)y a cordon of 
custom houses. These aro now removed, 
rhe goods pay duty when they enter the 
port or on being taken out of bond. To 
the Hamburgers themselves the diffurenee 
in thfl prices of many classes of goods will 
no doubt be very considerable. Cut they 
voluntarily gave up this privilege of 
cheapness for prospective advantages. 

WILLIAM'S WANDEIIINGS. 

The vety clever people who imagine 
that they can understand the motives of 
every one's acts and see through the do 
signs of the deepest and moat artful of 
their follow men, itreilict that the most 
serious consequences .vill follow the visits 
which tho Em])eror of (Germany recently 
made to sever.al of his European neiglibors. 
When tliat subject comes U[i for discus- 
aion they look very wise, and mystenmis- 
ly hint at some great scheme which the 
young Emperor and Bismarck have in 
hand, to which those visits are a prelim- 
inary. They would have their hearers 
believe that the Emperor is ambitious of 
fume as a war king, and that he is quietly 
laying plans to change tho map of Europe, 
Holhiiid and Belgium aro to bo seized and 
absorbed by (iermiiny and France, Oer- 
many, of cour.se, getting the licui's share, 
and Turkey is to be dividetl between UuH- 
sia and Austria. Switzerland and (Ireuce 
are to be allowed to exist as independent 
nations for a while, but they will have to 
bo very complaisant and humble, or, they 
too, will bo gobbled up by their big 
neighbors. Germany is to take the lead 
in efiiecting these changes, and the other 
nations are to bo bribed or coerced into 
helping her to carry out her scheme, 
(ireat Britain is simply to be ignored. 
Sho will have enough to do, this niiw 
schoid of prophets declare, to defend her- 
self ag.iinst invasion, and will oiil}- be loo 
glad to condone tlu! pnjjectcd r(jliberiea 
for tho considoratiou of lieiiig left alone to 
vegetate as a third or fourth rate power. 
Tho clever people have tho whole plan 
out and dried, and have gone so far as to 
draw a map of Europe as it will be 
in two or three years from, tlie present 
date. They see no obstacles in the way of 
carrying out tho .schemes which thoy are 
so kind as to attribute to tho now Em- 
poror of Gormany. Every thing is to 
work together for the aggiandiaemeiit of 
(lormaiiy. Russia, France, and Great 
Itrit.iin are either to stand idly by and see 
Iior change the face of tho coiitiiiont of 
Europe, or if ono, or all of them, try to 
prevent hor, their opposition will be 
feeble and easily overcome. France is to 
offered as a bribe a share of Belgium, and 
Russia is to be quieted by being allowed 
to seize upon one or two of tho Balkan 
provinces. If it were suggested to those 
oxcoodiiigly iiatnto persons l^hat thoy wore 
taking a very elaborate way of accounting 
for what was excoedingly simple and 
easily understood, thoy would look upon 
tho presumptuous intruder with the ut- 
most scorn and contempt. No ono but a 
simpleton, they would say, would think 
that the Emperor of Germany would feel 
aud «ofc like an ordinary young mm who 



had been suddenly elevated to a very high 
position with plenty of means at his 
command. Such a young man would like 
to feel his consequenco, would strut about 
v/ith his new authority in his new clothes, 
would go v.horo ho could see and be goon, 
and where ho would receive tho attention 
and tho deference generally shown to men 
iu bis position, but it would be absurd to 
imagine the Ein[)eror of (iermany actuated 
by such fuolinga. From what is known of 
thit young man , we should say, with all 
necessai'y deference to these wonderfully 
sagacious people, that there is nothing 
whatever absiiid in the supposition. 
Tho Emperor has high ideas of 
tho kingly dignity. i'o is fond 
of potiip and show. Ho is pniiid of his 
authority and likca to exercise it and he, 
no doubt, fools gratilied when he ia wel- 
comed in the capitals of fcueign couutriiis 
as the head of the great (lermau nation. 
Wo have a notion that it is for hia own 
personal gratification as well, perhaps, 
as to convince neighbors that he is friend- 
ly and desires to live at peace with them, 
and not in order to carry out aoine deep 
liiid achonie of coii([uost that the Emperor 
of Oenuaiiy has spent tho lirst mouths of 
his reign in travelling from one ciiiital to 
another. The suiii)osition is natiu'al. 
'The Emperor is a young luivn, active and 
onergotic, and why should he not have 
his fling as well as another ? Beaidoa 
there uro no indications that ho has any 
dosigns on the possessions of his noighbora. 
It may be said that it is too soon yet to 
come to any conclusion on that point. 
Thnt is quite true. But that considera- 
tion tolls (piito as strongly against those 
who attribute to him warlike du,sign8 aa 
against thcjse who believe that hia inten- 
tion.s are peaceful. In fact rather more so 
for, so far, William II. i.s on good terms 
with all his iioighbors and shows no dia- 
jiosition whatever to pick a (piarrel with 
any of them. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Si.Niii'i,.\it things sometimes take place 
in our own country. Some time in the 
spring of the present year a building on a 
fiirm near Lake Megantio, in the oiistern 
townships of (jfoebec, was burned down. A 
man n.'umMl Morrison, the son of the foi - 
mcr inviier of the farm, was nccusi'd of 
.setting it on lire. A warrant, wan takm 
out against him and put in the hands of 
an otficer of the law. The ollicer and 
Morrison mot and had some words, when 
Morrison drew \\h pistol and shot him 
dead. Morrison continued to remain at 
large and, it is said, attended tho funeral 
of tho man he had killed. Constables and 
detectives went to Megantic to appre- 
hend Morrison, but he iduded their st-arch. 
It dues not apjiear that he took uuich 
trouble to conceal himself. He was seen 
in the villages and settlements of the town 
ship. He went .about armed and set the 
law at deliauco. The peoiilo of the coun- 
ty were alnioat to a man in sympathy 
with him, and very many aided him in 
keeping clear of the constables, ^Yher- 
ever the detectives went they were closely 
watched and when a man appeared in the 
noigliborhood whom Morrison's friends 
regatdod as suspicions he w.-is shadowfd. 
Relays of watchers were placed on his 
track, and he was not allowed to go out 
of sight of the niurdeier's friends until ho 
was well clear of Lake iMegantic. So well 
was Moirison giianleil and so neivous did 
the oHicors of iustice become when they 
wore in the vicinity of L:ike IMegantic, 
though sometimes in communication with 
him, they have not yet boon able to ap- 
prehend him. He is still frco, still gutml- 
ed by his friends, still victorious over the 
law. Who would believe that such a state 
of things would be sufifored to continue iu 
the oldest Province of the Dominion. It 
ia said that the province of Quebec is be- 
hind the age, but few would viuitiin^ to 
to say that it as far back as the days of 
Rob Roy.

Tho special court of assize opened at 
Niiiiainio on Monday at 11 a.m. 

Tho following gentlemen were sworn in 
as a grand jury: A. (i.

,).as. Dunsmuir, W. H. Coburn, .Joseph 
Ganner, S. B. Hamilton, Tlit/s. Hirst, \V. 
A. Horno, ,Jaines Hill, C. W. Hmtli, W. 
A. Lindsay, A. McKniglit, Samuel Price, 
D. S. 11. Rohorts, Josojih Kanisay, Thos. 
Trumper, A. Uron and Thos. Wall. 

His lordship in his charge to the grand 
jury said this was a special assix.e and the 
jury would have to confine themselves to 
the . two oases' to be submitted, other work 
to be loft to the general assize to bo held 
next iiionth. He then reviewed at some 
length thu charge against Constable (Ireon 
fcjr shooting Kit-wan-cool Jim at llazlo- 
ton, and the iiiuider of tho boy Moiso at 
Hesquiot by Siiie(iuain, an Indian, 

Tho grand jury brought in true bills in 
both oases. . 

The firat case heard was that of Rcgina 
IX Fraiiklyii Green, charged with killing 
Kit-waii-cool ,Iim at Kit-iiiaii-gar, Skeeiia 
river, on the Kith of ,)inie last. 

Mr. P. vl'i, Irving, deputy attorney- 
general, appeared on bulialf of tho crown, 
while the prisoner was undefendod. 

After the hearing of the evidence in the 
case, the accused offered no evidence in 
his defence, and declined to mako a state- 
ment. 

Tho learned judge then charged the 
jury at some length, showing that the 
(|i.iestiou for tho jury to decide, was 
whether the shooting of Jim was neces- 
sary to secure his arrest. 

Tho jury retired and in a few minutes 
returned with tho verdict that Green was 
justified in shooting Jim. 

His Lordship ordered a verdict of "not 
euilty" to be recorded, and said he ipiite 
C(uicurred in the verdict, although ho 
thought that (jreen had shown some 
recklessness in his act.

A large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined, but the case was not finished 
when the court adjourned.

A communication was received from the 
special auditors, enclosing their final re- 
port which read as follows:

Gentlemen: — Having posted and aud- 
ited tho books of the corporation to the 
.'(Otii September, we now bi^g to make 
our tinal lejiort, enib(jdyiiig as requested 
by your llnaiice coniiail I ee, si^wral reconi- 
menilatioiia for the future conduct of the 
city buKiiiess. 

\Ve recommend that the present ayatem 
bo niaintiiiiied, as by careful attention to 
detail, and an otiieient audit, wu think it 
will be ample for the work required. Aa- 
sossmeiitroll fur 1888 is finished and hand- 
ed to the treasuror. As mentioned in our 
lust report no improveiuents for 1888 are 
iuoluded; it would bo well for tho assensor, 



ininiediately after the new year to make a 
list of all i'liprovemonta to l:e iiicorponiti-d 
in the roll of 1,S8'.». All arrears should bo 
carried forward as they stand on tho olst 
December in each year. Soparato rolls 
sliouhl bo kept and headed in tho sjune 
manner as real estate, for licenses, whole- 
sale, retail (liquor) houses, fire insuranco 
and water rates. 

Trades Liceimes — No roll having been 
kept there ia no way of arriving at arrears. 
NVe would reeommeiid waiting till thu end 
of the year before comiiiling a new roll. 
Tho same holds good as to water intes, and 
wo apiieiid a form which wo think would 
answer for tho latter and would show ho\/ 
each eonsumor'a account stands. 

It might be well for you to consider on 
tho advisability of having an outside col- 
lector for trades' licenses other than 
liquor, wholesale und lire insurance. 
There iqipears to be a number of traders 
who neglect [laying until applied to, and 
we think the collections would be material- 
ly mcreased as parties are too much 
scattered to admit of the treasurer calling 
in person. 

Regular printed receipts should be used 
for every department. At present fire 
insurance, dog ta\ ;uid simdrios are all on 
one form (a simiile uiiotlicial receipt). W*; 
would recommend a separate form for lire 
insurance and dog tax, and one to cover 
aundry amounts, such as street lines, 
houae moving, corporate seal, etc., also 
that each department use its own particu- 
lar form, and not mix up road tax and 
real estate, liipior luid general liconaea, as 
has been the case on suveial former occa- 
sions. All blank receipts to be in the 
custody of the auditor, and to bo by him 
issued to the various collectors, who must 
account or pay for every receipt issued to 
them and return counterfoils to the 
auditor. 

Wo encloae form to be used by sub- 
collectors in inaknig returns. Keturns 
should be made whenever the amount 
eijnals .SoO, and in every ca.se a settleniuiiL 
in full to be made on the laat day of every 
month. liiittsofall receipts to be pro- 
duced to tho auditor to enable him to 
heck payments. 

We enclose a form of official vouchor to 
be used oxcluaively, tho present receipt 
books and orders to bo done away with. 
.All vouchers to be made out in duplicate, 
and after being certitied by party order- 
ing, or aiitliorising the service, to be 
handed to the auditor, mid by him check- 
ed as to calculations, ciiatiiig, etc., and as 
to whether tho appropriation has boon ex- 
ceeded. One copy to be retained by him, 
the other sent to the council, passed by 
them, and icferi-ed lo the finanee commit- 
tee for thoir a]iiiroval, ami liiially handed 
by them to the treasurer for jiaymeiit, and 
by hill) numbered consecutively and tiled 
away monthly. No accounts to bo ac- 
cepted except on these vouchers, which 
may be fui iiisliod free by the city. 

.All pay mils to bo made out on a jiriiit- 
ed form, such .as enclosed. We would 
recommend the treasurer paying Ijy check 
the amount of each roll to the bead of the 
department; taking his voucher for the 
same, and the latter disluirsiiig to tho men, 
producing to the auditor each man's 
receipt. 

Wo would strongly recommend, as men- 
tioned in our tirst report, that a valuation 
be made ol the cor|ioratioii [iroperly 
before the end of the yi'ar. ho that the 
balanee sheet at 1st .liiimary, 188U, may 
be a true exiiibir, .and not, ai formerly, a 
list of ledger lialanccs. 

We would also suggest that an account 
be ojiened in the ledger with each con- 
tractor, the city clerk to furnish the 
auditor with det.-iils of uacli contract as 
soon as siuncd. .\lsii that separate 
bank a<;cuinits be opened for all 
amount;; IidiiowimI on ilebentnrcs, and 
that, a prupi'i' icei.rd be kept of tho de- 
bent uri's I lu .ii.ielvcs, ;is also the dates on 
which the various piiyiiionta to sinking 
funds a'hd interest are due. 

Also that all a'liioiints over $10 to be 
|)aid by check. 

Fin.illy, we slnuMjIy reeomiiiend that 
as (■.•.i ly :is |HissiMe in I'acli year, an ap- 
prii|iri ilii.nl liye-law ho passed, stating the 
estimated eNponditui'e undor encli dopart- 
meiit, ag.iinst which the auditor will issue 
vouchers, and on any appropriation being 
exhausted, a further ftmounl to bo voted 
by tho Council, before any iiiwre pay- 
ments can be made. 

Many of t he, •ibovesiiggestions arise out 
of general principles, and will bo auscopt- 
ible of moditication, elaboration or ini- 
lu-oveinent as oxigonoy may present itself 
with iiractice. 

There are a few recommendations or 
suggestions in addition to tlie above on 
which the auditors' have not agreed, and 
are therefore imi pri'.ieiited.
